R Ohn Fauſtus bozn in tbe Town of Rhodes, being in the

P2obince ef Weimer in Germany, bis Father a pooz Pus- 
dandman, and not able well to being dim up, pet bat- 
4; ag an Uncle at Wirtenburg, a rich man, and without 
nie, tod this Fauſius from bis Father , and made bim 
ts he ir, in comuch that bis Father was no moze troubled with bim, 
oz be rematned with bis Uncle at Wittenburg, where be was kept at 
he Uniberffty in the ſame City, to ſtudy Dibinity : but Fauſtus being 
df a naugbty mind, and otherwiſe addicted, plted not bis dudies, but 
ok bimſelf to otter exerciſes, the which bis Uncle oſtentimes bear- 
ng rebuked bim foz tt : as Eli oftentimes rebuked bis childzen foz fin- 
ing againft the Lozdzeben ſo thisgod old man laboured to habe Faultus 
apply bis ſtudy to Dibinity, that be might come to the knowledge cf 
God and dis Laws, But it is manifeſt, t hat many bertudus parents 
abe wicked ctildzen, as Cain, Reuben, Abſalom, and ſuch lite, babe been 
to their parents. So this Fauſius having godly parents who ſcing bim to 
*ofa toward Nit, were deſtrous to bziug dim up in thoſe bertuous ſtu- 
tes, namely cfDibinity : but be gabe bimtelf ſecretly to ſtudy Necro- 
mancy andconjuration, inſomuch that few oz nine could perceive bis 
b2ofe ſſion. 
But to the purpoſe, Fauſius continued at ſtudy in the Uniberffty | 
ind wos by the Rictozs and ürten Waters afterwards examined 
odo be bad pzoffred in bis dudies, and being found by them tbat 
one foz bis time were able to argue With dim in Divinity, oz ſoz

paſſing wiſe and excellent perfect in ibe bo!p Scriptures. But he that

D 202 Fauſtus habing commanded the Spirit to be with bim; at bis 
bour appointed became and appeared tn his Cbamber, drmand- 
ing of Fauitus what bis deſire was? Then began Doctoz Fauſius anew 
with bim to conjure bim, that be would be obedient unto dim, and to an⸗ 
ſwer bim certain Articles to fulfill them in all pointe. 
1. Thatthe Sptrit would ſerbe bim, and be obedient unto bim in all 
things that be asked of him, from tbat bour till the bour of bits deatd. 


2. Furtber, anp tbing that be defied of him be (auld being dim. 


3. Alſo that in all Fauſtus bis demands and interrogations the Sp! - 
rit ſteuld tell bim nothing but that w bichwas true. 

Pereup2n the Spirit anſwered, and laid bis caſe foztb, that be bad 
no ſuch power of þimſelf, untill be had firſt Wa Pꝛince( that was 


ruler oder him )to underſtand thereof, and to if be could obtain la 
much of bis L9o2d:therefoze ſpeak further, that J may do thy whole: dr - 
fire to my Pzince, for it is not in my poder to fulfill without bis leave. 
Shew me tdt cauſe whp,fatd Fauſtus? The Spirit anſwered Fauſtus, thou 
ſþalt underffand,that with us it ts eben as well a Kingdom as with pou 
on eartb, pes, oe babe our Kulers and Serbants as I mp ſeif am one, 
and we bebe our tbole number tbe Legion, ſoz altbough that Luciter ts 
thzuft and fallen out of Peaben, thzougb bis pzide and bigh mind, pet 
be bath notwithftanding a Legion of Debila at bis commandement.tbat 
we call the Dziental Pzinces, foz bis power is infinite: Alſo there is 
a power in Meridie, in Septentrio, tn O-cidente, and fog that Lucifer 
bath bis Kingdom under beaben we muſt change and give our ſeibes ta 
men to ſerve them at their pleaſure. Jt is alſo certain, we babe not 
8 pet opened to any man tbe truth of cur dwelling, netther of our tule⸗ 
ing, neither what our power is, neither bade we giben any man any 
gift, oꝛ learned bim any thing, except be pꝛomtſe to be ours.

be Debil: the night appzcching this ſwift fiping Spirit appeared 
to Fauſtus, offering himſelf with all ſubmiſfon to Hts ferbice with ſull 
authozity from bis Pzince to do whatſoever be would requeſt 5 if lo be 
Fauſtus would pzomiſe to be his: this anſwer IJ ding the, and anſwer 
muſt thou make by me again; pet I will bear what is thy deſtre, be- 
cauſe thou baſt ſwozn to me to be bere at this time. Doctoz Fauſtus gabe 
dim this anſwer, though faintly foz bis Souls ſake, that bis requef 
was none other, but to become à Debil, oz at the leaft a limb of bim, 
and that the Spirit ſpoul d agree to theſe Articles following. 
1. That be might be a Spirit in ſbape and qualitp. 
2. That Mephoſtophiles ſhould be bis ſervant at bts Commandment. 
+3. That Mephoflophiles ſpould being him any thing, and do for him 
wbatſoeber be defired. 
4. That at all times be would be in his boufe invifible to all men, 
except only to himſelf, and at bis commandment to ſþew bimfelf. 
Laſtly, That Mephoſtophiles hould at all times appear at bis com- 
mand in what fozm oz ſhape ſoeber be would. 
Upon tbeſe Points the Spirit anftvered Doctoz Fauſtus, that all this 
{þduld be granted dim, and fulfilled, and moze tf be would agrer unto 
bim upon certsin Articles as followeth. 
Firft, that D<>oz2 Fauſius ſhould gibe bimſelfto the Load Luciſer

Frer Dockoz Fauſllus had made bis pzomiſe to the Debll, in th 

morning b:times be called rbe Spirit befoze him, and cemmanded 
btm thai be (hauls always come to bim like a Frper, after the ozder 
of Saint Francis, with a Bell in bis band like @atnt Anthony, and to 
ring it once oz twice beſoze be appeared, that be migbt know of biscer- 
rain coming: Tben Fauſtus demanded of bis Spirit, what was bis 
name? the Spirit anſwered, Py nme is as thou ſapeſt , Mephoſto- 
philes, and J am & Pꝛince, but a ſervant to Lucifer, and all ib: circuit 
from Scptentrio to the Meridi in J rule under bim. Eden at theſe woꝛds 
was ibis wicked w;erch Fauttus inflamed, to bear btmſelf to babe got- 
ten ſo great a potentate toſerbzbim,fozgeting the L52d dis Pakerand 
Cb:it bis Kedz#mer, de became an enemp to all mankind, yea wozſe 
than the Gyar:ts whom the Poet ſaid to climb tbe bills to make war 
with tbe « ods, not unlite the enemy of Gd and Chziſt, that foz bis 
pꝛide toas caſt into Pell, fo likewiſe Fzuſtus fozgot that bigh climbers 
rateb the greateſt falls, and ſweet meats babe oft the ſow2eft ſauce. 

After a wbile Fautius pzomiſed M.phoſtophiles to wzite and make bis 
obligation, with all aſſurance of the Articles in tbe Chapter be foze rebear-} 
ted. A pitiful cafe, Chzitian Reader, foz certainly this letter oz oblt- 
gation was found in bis bouſe aſter bis moſt lamentable end, with a! 
the ret of bis damnable pꝛactices us's in bis whole life. 

WMberefoze J will an Cbziſttans to take example by tbis wicked 
D:;c>o2, and to be comfozted in Ch;iſt, contenting tdemteldes wit

Further I do cobenant and grant with thor thefe pzeſents, that 
at the end of 24. years next en date of this piefent Letter, they 
deing expired, and J in the mean time, during tbe ſaid peats, be ſerved 
of them, at my will, they accomplihing my deſtres te the full in all 
points as we are agreed : that then I give to them al power to do twitb 
me at their pleaſure, to rule, to ſend, fetch"oz carry me oz mine, be it 
either body/foul, fleſp, bl@d oz goods into their habitation, be ft vhere- 
toeber 2 and dereupon 1 deffe God and his Chzift;alfthe bott of beaben 
and off libitig-ereatures that bear the thape of God, yea, all that live : 
and again J cup it, and it wall be fo. And to the moze frengthening of 
this w2iting, J babe wzitten it with my own band and bild, being in 
perfect memozy: And berevpon I ſubferibe to it with my name and title, 
caſing al the inſernal, middle and ſopzeam powers to witneſs of this

Then kauſtus went a little aſtde and ſpoke to bis Spirit, but he 
returned again pzeſently, ſaying, Now if it pleaſe your Pajefiy pou 
fþall fee them, pet upon this condition, that pou demand no queſtion-of 
them, no: ſpeak unto them, which the Emperoz agred unto:UWbere- 
with Doctoꝛ Fauſtus opened the pꝛiby Chamber dooz 5 where pꝛeſentip 
entred the great and mighty Emperoz Alexander Magous, fnall things 
to look upon as tf be bad been alive, in pzopoztion a ffrongſet thick 
man, of a middle ſtature, black hatr, and that both thick and curled , 
bead and beard, red cheeks, and bꝛoad face, wich epzs libe a B.tilk , 
be$ada compleat barneſs furniſbed and ingraben exceeding rich tolo 
upon: and ſo paſſing towards the Emperoz Caro'us, be made low and 


re berend coucrtefſe : whereat the Emp? r22 Cnolus weuld have ood up 
to 
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to receive and greet bim with the like rebetence: F-uſius took bold on 
tim, and would not permit bim to do tt. Sboztly after Alexander 
made tumble reverence, and went out again: and coming to the d9oz 
vis Paramour mis dim: ſbe coming tu made the Emperoz likewtſe 
reverence: ſbe was cloatbed in blew Uelbet wzougbt and embzoidered 
with Pearls and Gold ; ſþe was alſo excellent fair, like blod and mils 
mixed, tall and ſlender, with a ſace as round 2s an Apple, and thug 
paſſed certain times up and doton the Youſe, which the Emperoz mark- 
ing, ſatd to bimſelf,noto babe I ſecn two perſons which my beart hath 
long wifhed to behold : and ſure it cannot otherwiſe be ( ſaid be to 
himſelf but that the Spirits babe changed themſelves into theſe fozmg 
end babe but derelbed me, calling to mind the woman that raiſed the 
Pꝛopbet Samuel: and foz that the Emperoz ſþ2uld de moze ſatfsfied in 
the matter, be ſaid, babe often heard that betind in ber neck, ſhe bad 
a great Wart 02 Men: wherefoze be took F. uſtus by the hano with- 
out anp words, s went to ſce if it we te able to be ſeen onher oz not:Wut 
ſhe perceiving that be came to ber bowed down her neck, where he ſaw 
a great Wart, and bereupon Þe baniſþed, leaving the Emperoz and 
the reſt well contented,

How Doctor F. uſtus in the tight of the Cmperor, con jured a pair of hear 
horns upon a Knights head, that ſlept out of a Caſement, 


Pen Doctez Fautius had accompliſþed the Emperozs deſire in 

all things as be was requeſted, be went fozth into the Galle» 

rp, and leaning over a rail to look into p pꝛiby Garden, de ſato many of

Think 
dere bow tbis good Gentleman was bered.foz be could neither get back- 
ward noz fozward z which when the Emperoz beard, all the Courticrs 
leugbr, a came foz to lee what was bapned : the Emperoꝛ alſo wh be 
beheld the knight wi!h ſo fatr a bead, laughed beartilp therear, and 


thberewirh well plesſed. At laſtFauſtus made him quit of his bons 


again, but (he Enizht prreetbed not bob they came.

ny to fulfill our requeſt : herenpon they all concluver,. ſent foz Fauſtus,

come that the th2& young Gentlemen came into his houſe, ommanding 
them that they would put on their Left apparrell and adozn themſelves 
as rich as they could, he took off his great jarge cloak, went into the 


| Garden that was atjzyning unto his honſe, and ſet the ty2g young 


S upon his cleak, and he himſelf ſate in the midif, but he gave 
them in charge, that in any wiſe they (ould net once open their 
mouths to ſpeak, oz make anſwer to any man ſs ſoon as they went out, 
not ſo much as if the Dube of Bavaria, 62 his Don,{;ould ſpeak to them 

2 offer them courteſie , they thould give no words oz anſwer 
again s to the which they all agreed. @Dhelſe conditions being made, 
Decdoꝛ Fauſtus began to conjure,and on a ſudden aroſe a mighty wind, 
beaving up the Cloak, and ſo carried them away in the air, and in due 


p-] time they came unto Munchen to the Dukes Court; where being entred 
into the utmoſt Court, the Marſhal had eſpyed them, who poeſently

T is a common Pꝛoverb in Germany, that :i1though a Conjurer 
babe all things at commandment, the dap will come that be ſpall 
not be wozth a penny: ſo it is like to fall cur with Doctoz Fauſtus oP 
pzomifing the Devil ſo largely : but as the D: vil ts the autboz cf a 
lies, eben \o he led Fauſtus his mind in pzaciſing things todeceive the 
people, and blinding them, wherein be took bis whole delight, thereby 
to. bzing bimſelf to riches; notwithſtanding in the end be was never 
the richer ; and altbough during twenty four years of bis time that the 
De bil tet H'm, be wanted nothing; yet was be beſt pleaſed when be 
might decetbe any body,foz out of th: mightic{ Potentates Courts in 
all thoſe Countreys, be would ſcnd bis Spirit to fetch away their beſt 
cher. And an a time being tn bis merriment where be was bengueting 
with other Students in an Inn, thereunto reſozted many Jews: which 
when Doctoz Fauſtus perccived, be was minded to play a merry 
jeſtto decetbe a Jew, deſtring one of them to lend bim ſome money foz 
à time: the Jeb was content, and lent Fauſtus thzeeſcoze Dollers foz 
- a month, which time being expired, the Jew came foz bis money 
and intereſt:dut Doctoꝛ Fauſtus was neber minded to pay the Jew again: 
at length the Jew coming bome to bis bouſe.and calling impoꝛtunately 
kor bis money, Dottoz Fauſtus made bim this anſwer ; Jew J have 
np me 2 noz know I hobo to pay thee : but notwithtanding to tbe 
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end tdou mayeft be contented, J will cut off a limb of me body, be it 
arm oz leg, and the ſame thou ſpalt habe in pawn foz thy mone 5 bet 


wich rbis condition, that when I fhall pay bee tby money again, then 
1tb3u ſalt give me my limb. The Jew that was never friend to a Cdzt- 


tan rþought with bimfelf, thts fellow is right fez my purpoſe that 
will lap bis limbs in pawn foz monep 5 and was therewith very well 
content: wherefoze Doctoz Faultus to a ſaw, and tberetotth ſeemed 
to cut off bis leg, being notwithſtanding nothing fe. Well, be give it 


to the Jew, pet upon this condition, when be got monep to ply, the 


| Jew ſpould del. ver him htsleg, to the end be might ſet it up again-The 


Jew was with the matter bery well pleaſed, took big leg and departed, 
and having far home be was ſomewhat weary, and by the wap be thus 
beibougbt bim, wat belpetb me a knabes leg: If A ſpould carry tt 
bome tt would tink and tufect my houſe : beſides it is too bard a piece 
of wozk to let ir up again: wherefozz what an Aſs was F. uſtus to lap 
fo great apatn upen ſo ſmaſl a ſumm of monep ? and foz my part, 
quoth the Jew to bimſelf, this will never pzoftt me any thing, and 
with theſe woz s be caſt the leg away from him into a ditch. All 
this Dot oz F.ulius knew right well, therefoze within thzee dapes after 
be ſent foz the Jzw, to mak: bim payment of his 60 dollers: the Jew 
came, and Deco Fuſtus demanded bis pawn, there was bis money 
re adp foz bim: The Jew anſwered, the pawn was not pzofi:able noz 
geceſſary oz any thing, foꝛ I caſt tt swap: but Fauſtus thzeatning, re- 
plyed, I will have my leg agatn, oz elfe one of thine foz it. The Jew 
fell to intreat, pzomifing bim to give bim what monep be would ask 
the would not deal Clraightly with bim: wherefoze the Jew was 
conſtrained to give him 60 dollers moze to be rid of him, and pet Fau- 


us had bis leg on, fox he had but blinded the Jew.

imp bellp tull oi Gzapes and other cainty fruit, Dotoz Faultus anſwers 
red hercupon, Geacious Ladr, this is a imall thing fo2 me to de, fo2 
I can do moze than ttis: wheiefoze he tcok a late, and ſet it upon one 
of the Caſcments of the Window, holding it fozth, where tacantinent 
be had bis Ziſh full of all manner of fruit, as red and white-G23pes, 
, Heare, and Appler,the which came from aut of ſtrange Countreys;all 
theſe he pzeſerted to the Dutchele, ſaying, Padam, J p2ay you bouchſafe 
to faſt of this dainty fruit, the which came from a far Country,fo2 there 
the ſummer is not pet ended. The Dutcheſs thanked Fauſtus highly, 
and ſhe fell to her fruit with full appetite ; the Dube of Anhalt not withs 
ſtanding could nat withhold to ask Fauſlus with what reaſon there were 
ſuch Foung ſruits to be had at that time of the year 2 Dodo. Fauſtus told 
him, Puy it pleaſe your Gzace to underſtand, that the year ts divided 
ito two circles of the whole wozl*, that when with us it is Winter , 
in the contrary. circle it ts notwithſtanding Summer: fo2 in India and 
Saba, there falleth op ſcttcth a Hun, ſo that it is ſo warm, that they

Beate, Buſtes, Antelopes, and many moze ſtrange beaſts: aiſo there 
were Yarte, Yinds, Noe⸗Bucks, and Does and wild Swine. All man- 
ner ef Land⸗fowl that anp man could think on, which flzwfrom one 
tree to another. After all this h: ſet his aneſts ta the Table, be- 
ing the Duke and the Dutcheſs with all their train, fo2 he had 
pꝛovided them a moſt ſumptuous feaſt both of meat, and alſo of any kind 
of deink, loz he ſet nine Mels of meat upon the board at once, and all 
this muſt his Wagner do, to place alt things upon the board, the which was 
bought unto him by his Spirit inviüblp of all things their vearts could 
deſire, as wild fcwl, Uentfon, and all manner of daintp fiih that could 
be thouckt on : of wine alſo great plenty, and of divers ſoꝛts, French 
wine, Cullen wine, Crabaſhir wine, Kenich wine, Spanich wine, Bun⸗ 
gartan wine, Mat zvurg wine, Palmlep and Sack: in the whole there 
were 100 Tans ſtanding round about the houſe. This ſumptuoas ban- 
quet the Duke tock thankfulip, and afterwards he departed home ward, 


and to their thinking they had ne ther eat no2 d2unk,ſfo-were they blints 


ed while they were in the Caſtle. But as they were in their Palace, 
they looked towards the Caſtle, and beheld it all on a flame of fire, and 
all thoſe that ſaw it wondered to hear ſo ſtrange a noiſe; as if it had been 
great ©2Mnance ſhould have ſhet off: and thus the Caſtle burned and 
conſumed clean away, which done, Doctoꝛ Fauſtus returned to the Duke

ſhops Buttet: which when he perceived ſo many perſons there, de cryed 
with a loud voice theeves,theeves, Tbis ſpighted Dedaz Fauſtus wons 
d:rfully,wherefoze he made £veryong of hs company to fit on their Volp 
Dand, and la vautſhed aw: ind tri parting Doc 2; Fauſtus took the But⸗ 
ler by the hair of the head, and carried him away with them until they 
tame to a mighty high lopped tree ; and on the top of that huge tree he ſet 
the Butler where he remained in a moſt fearfil perplexity, Doo; 
Fauſtus departed to his houſe, where they took thetr Valete one after ano- 
ther, deinking the wing that they had ſtolen in their bottels of glaſs out 
o the Biſhopg Ce lier. Zh? Butler that had held himſelf by the hands up- 
on the iopped'tree all the vᷣtaht, was almoff frozen with cold, eſpying the 
day and ſeeing the tres of iu x great highnels, thought with himleifit is 
impoſſible to come off this tree without peril of death: at length eſpying 
certain Clowns paſſing by, he cryed faz the love of God help me down: 
the Clowns ſeeing dim lo high, wondzed what mad-man would climb 
up ſo huge a tree : wherefoꝛe as a thing moſt miraculous, they carried ty⸗

cheartd: wherefoze Docto2 Fauſtus comfozted his gueſts, txcuſing bim⸗ 
ſeif that the? had ſtelen upon bim lo ſuddenlp, that he had not letfure to 
p2ovive foz them ſo well as they were wozthy ; but me gaod friends 
( gacth-he ) actozding to the uſe of our Cuntrp, we muſt dzink all Ln 
night : and fo a dzaught of the beſt Wine bedward is — 
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Foz pen Know that in great Potentates Courts they uſe at this nizbt 
great feaſting 5 the ike will J do foz you ; fo2 I have the great Flags 
gons of Wine, the firft is full of Yangarian Wine, containing ti. dt 
Gal lone 3 the ſecond of Italian Wine, containing ſeven Gallons ; the 
third containing fix Gallons of Sanifh Mine, all the which we witi 
tippie up bcfoze it be dav, beſi e; we have fiften diſhes of meat, the 
which mp Spirit Mephoſiophiles dath fetcht ſo far, that it was colo b oz: 
be b2ouaht it, and they are ail full ofthe datntieſt things that ones heat 
can deviſe ; but ſaith Fauſtus, J muſt make them het again; and pou 
map belteve me Gentlemen, that this is no blinding of pou: whereas 
you think that this is no natural fod, verily tt is as good and as pleaſant 
as eber pon cat, And having ended his tale, de commanded his boy to lap 
his cloth, which done he ſerved them with fifteen Belles of Peat, has 
bing th2ee diſhes in a Pels, in the which were all manner of Aeniſon , 
and dainty wild-fowt ; and fo: Wine there was na lack, as Italian 
Wine, Pungartan Wine, and Spaniſh Wine ; and when they were all 
made d2unk, that they had almoſt eaten thetr good cherr, they began to 
ſing and dance until it was day, and ſo they departed every one to his 
pwn habitation : at whoſe departing Doctoz Fauſtns deſired them ta be 
his gueſts again the next day foitowing.

p2omiled to feaſt them with a banquet of Fawl, and alttrwards they 
would go all av5:t with a Bagk;then Oecto. Fauſtus zut tot h a long pole 
out of the wi idow, whereupon p2eſentiy there came innumerable of 
Eirde, ind wild Fow!,and lo ma np as came hav not the power tofly awap 
again, but he t20k them, & fl ig them to the Students, who light p.pal⸗ 


led off the necks of hem, and being rgaſttd, they made their Supper: t 


which being ended, th:y made themſelves icadp fo: the Pask; Oocoz 
Fauſtus commanded every 6:7 ta pat on a clean ict over the other 
Cleaths: which being dont, they locked one upon another; it ſgmed 
to each one of them that they vad us beads; and ſo they we at fat j unto 
certain of their ncighboara, at which ũgut the pꝛoplt were maſt wonderkul⸗ 
ly afraid, ind as the uſe ol Gamany is, that whereſover a Pagk entreth, 
the good man of the Houle mutt tc aſt them; ſo as th:ſe. Maskers were 
ſet to their banquet, they ſeemed again in theic foꝛ ner hape with 
beads, inſomuch that they were all known-who they were: and having 
late and wel! eat and dzunk, Dede Fauſtus made that every one had 
an Aſſes head on, with great and long ears, ſo they fell to dancing and to 
d2ive away the time until it was mid-night, and then every one depar⸗ 
ted home, and as ſoon'as they were out of the houſe, each one was in his 
nat aral ſhape, and ſo thep ended, and went to flrep, 


CHAP. XLIV. 3

Deo2 Fauſtus was ſent foz to come to the Parſhal of Brunſwick, 
who was mar vellouſly troubled with the falling Sicki.eſs, now 
Fautius had this quality:he ſeldom rid, but he commonly walkt on ft, to 
eaſe bimſelf when he liſt: and as he came near unto the Town of Btunſ-

and as the Juglers were togetber, ready one to cut off anot hers head, 
there ftood. alſs the Barber ready to trim them, and by them upon the 
Table ftood likewiſe a glaſs full of illed waters, and be that was the 
chiefeſt among them, ſtood by tt. Thus they began, they (mote off the 
bead of the firft, and pzeſently there was a Lilly in the glaſs of diſtiſled 
water, where Fauflus perceived this Lillp as it was ſpzinging, and the 
cdief Augler named it the tree of Liſe : thus dealt be with the fieſt, ma ⸗ 
king the Barber waſp and comb bis bead, and then be ſet it on again, 
pzeſently the Lilly vaniſhed awap out of the water,bereat the nan bad

loving friend and neighbour Doctoz Faulius, J am to defire of pou a 
Friendly and Chziſtian requeſt, beſeecbing you would boucbſaſe not ta 
be angry with me, dut friendly reſolbe me in me doubt, and tabe my pw; 
inviring in good part. To whom Doctoz Fauſtus anſwered, my good 
neighbour, I pzay you ſap pour mind. Then began tbe old patron to ſap, 
mp gd-neighbour, you know in the beginning dow that you babe dell 
ed God and all the Poſt of Peaven, and given pour ſoul tothe Devil, 
toberewith you babe incurred Gods digh-dicpleaſure, and are become 
from a Cbꝛiſtian far wozfe than a Peatden perſon ; Db confder what 
you. babe done, it is not only tbe pleaſure of the body, but tbe ſafetp of 
the ſoul that you muſt habe reſpec unto : of which if you. be careleſs, 
then are Pou ceft awap and wall remain in the anger of the Almighty 
God. Vut pet it is time enough, D Fauſtus, if you repent and call upon 
tbe Lozd foz mercy,as we dave example in the Acts of the Apodles, the 
eighth Cdaptex,of Simon in Samaria, who was ted out of the wap, afir- 
ming that de was Simon homo ſanctus; This man noi with anding in 
the end was conderted, after ve dad heard the Sermon of Philip, foz he 
tas baptizrd. and ſay bis fin and repented. Likewiſe J'beſecch you- 
otber Poſtoz Fauſius let my rude Hermon be unte yo a conbers- 
flon,and foꝛget ty fi th life that thou baſt led, repent, askmercy,and 
live:foz Chzilt ſaith, Come unto me all ye that arc weary andheavy laden, 
and 1 will refreſb you.

We would by the velp of good - t 
vines, and tbe Gꝛece of God, babe v2ougbt pou out of this net, and babe 
tozn pou cut ofthe bondage and chains of Satan, whereas we ſear now 
it istw8te, to p utter ruine both of pour bod foul: Med o Fauſius an- 
ſwered J durſt ne ver do it,altbough J eften minded to ſettle mp ſelf to 
gedly people te deſire Counſel aud belp: and once my old neighbour 
counſelled me that JA Gould follow bis Learning, and leabe all mp 
Con jarations: Pet when J was minded to amend, and to follow (bat

night,arofe and went into the Pall, in the bobich they left Doctog Faw 
tus, where notwithſtanding they found not Fauſtus, but all the Pall lap 
ſpzinkled with bled, the bzatns cleaving totbe wall, foz the Devil bad 
beaten dim from-one wall age inſt another : in one cozner lap bis tes, 
in anotber bis teetb, a fearful and pitiful (gbt to bebold. Then began 
the Students to wail and weep foꝛ bim, and ſaugbt foz big body in manę 
on tbe Pozſedung moſt monſtroullp tozn, und fearful to bebold, ſoz big 
bead and all bis joynts were daſhed to pieces: Thefozz named Students

Fauſtus lo out of the window by nigbt,as they paſſed by the houſe. 


And thus ended the whole Piftozy of Doſtoz Fauſtus bis conjuration, 
and ether es that be did in bis life: out of which example eber Chzt- 
ſttan map learn but chiefl the fif necked, 5 bigh minded may thereby 
learn to fear God and to be careful of their bocatton, and to be at defi» 
ance witb all devilich wozks, as God hath moſt pzeciſely fozbidden ; to 
the end bor ſhould not inbite the devil as a gueſt, noz gibe bim place as 
that wicked Fauſius hath done: foz bert we habe a wicked example of 
bis w2iting, pzomiſe, and end, that we may remember him that we ga 
not aftrayzbut takeGod always befoze our epes,tocall alone upon bim, 
and to bonour him all the days of our life, with heart and bearty pꝛaper, 
and with all our frength and ſoul to glozifie his boly Name, defying 
the Debil and all bis wozks, to the end we may remain with Chzifi in 


all ondleſs jop, Amen, Amen: that wich I to ebe Chztfitan beaxt,. 


and Gods name be gloziſted, Amen.
